Pen Pictures of Personalities Past 6? Present

FREDERIC KING 


W HEN I WENT to interview Mr Frederic King, and he 
casually remarked that he had been a professor at the 
Royal Academy for forty years, I could not believe either 
my ears or my eyes. But I was to learn still more remarkable facts 
in my most interesting half-hour’s chat. Mr King was born at 
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Lichfield on January 3 1853, and at the age of seven was a chorister 
at St Mary’s Church in that city. And here let me tell a pretty little 
story of those far-away days: he spent his first earnings on a toy 
train, then a comparative rarity. Even then he was a devotee of 



motion. The family having removed to Birmingham, he entered 
the music shop of Messrs Harrison, a most congenial sphere for a 
musical-minded boy. Later on in life one of his first concert 
engagements was at the well-known Harrison Concerts, run so 
successfully for so many years by the famous impresario , Mr Percy 
Harrison. When his voice broke it was found he had a good 
baritone, and soon he was in great request as an amateur vocalist. 

Mr King gained one of the first scholarships when the National 
Training School of Music was founded in 1876, and it was of suffi¬ 
cient value to provide his education and maintenance for three 
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years. Sir Arthur Sullivan was the principal, and he took a great 
interest in the students, and to this intelligent and friendly interest 
Mr King owed his auspicious start as a public singer in 1879 i n 
‘ Here ward the Wake ’, and during that same year he appeared at 
the Birmingham Festival. To enumerate Mr King’s singing 
successes would mean filling up my entire space. He sang at all the 
British Festivals, at the original performance of Gounod’s 
Redemption , and he was Mephistopheles at the first performance of 
Berlioz’s Faust at the Royal Albert Hall. He went on concert tours 
with all the great singers of his time, and it must be remembered 
that there was a galaxy of great singers in those days, names that 
are now but memories perhaps, such as Patti, Albani, Trebelli, 
Patey, and others. He was overwhelmed with work, and although 
for ten years he continued to travel all over the country, singing 
here, there, and everywhere, his health, weakened probably by an 
attack of typhoid fever, called a halt, and in 1890 what may be 
called the second half of his career began, when he started teaching 
at the Royal Academy. In 1895 he was elected Hon. R.A.M. ‘ My 
experience,’ says Mr King, ‘ is that a professor can work his way 
from the lowest rung of the ladder to the top if he has the talent 
and perseverance to work out his own salvation, and all pupils 
have an equal chance of being brought forward—there is no 
favouritism. 5 

Among the well-known singers who have been Mr King’s pupils 
are Miss Carmen Hill, Mr Robert Radford, Mr Maurice d’Oisly, 
and the late Mr William Samuel, and it is a coincidence that Mr 
Radford and Mr d’Oisly are also professors at the Academy, which 
brings to mind the old saying: 4 Like master, like man ’. Mr King 
does not look by many years his actual age, a proof that hard work 
induces longevity and good health, and perhaps his golfing 
holidays have had something to do with his perennial youth. 

Mr H. Entwisle Bury 

M R HENRY ENTWISLE BURY, solicitor, of 47 
Lincoln’s Inn-fields, who died recently, was an 
ardent amateur of music and a keen supporter of 
various institutions for the advancement of the art in London. 
He was for some time a member of the governing body of the 
Royal Academy of Music, from 1907 to 1930, and his presence 
at the last concert of the Academy at Queen’s Hall before Christmas 
showed the constancy of his interest. As honorary treasurer of the 
Vocal Therapy Fund he brought the art he loved to the aid of those 
who had suffered in the War, and his own loss of three sons by the 
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War made him only the more eager in this cause. But the People’s 
Concert Society, of which he was an original member and for many 
years honorary treasurer and chairman of the executive committee, 
was the institution with which he was most closely associated, and 
for the longest time. Founded in 1878 to increase the popularity 
of the best music by means of cheap concerts, that society has for 
over fifty years, with the generous co-operation of many distin¬ 
guished performers, carried the finest works of chamber music to 
appreciative audiences in the poorest parts of London. Mr Bury’s 
interest in the scheme was of the most practical and personal kind. 
He did not merely treasure the society’s small funds, devise means 
for their increase, and preside over committees, working in close 
co-operation with Mrs E. L. Robinson Smith, the indefatigable 
secretary, but he delighted to attend the concerts themselves, even 
those in the most remote parts of London. When seven years ago 
concerts were specially planned for children, he took the greatest 
pleasure in attending these, sitting among the children and talking 
with them about the music. At several centres he gave prizes for 
essays on the music which the children wrote at home. It will be 
difficult to fill his place, but in laying plans to carry on and extend 
their work, especially that for children, the Committee of the 
People’s Concert Society desire to make it, in some sort at least, a 
memorial of his life. —The Times , February 10 1930. 


Annual Report 


T HE COMMITTEE has the pleasure of presenting its 
fortieth Annual Report. Once again‘it is able to show the 
Club in a happy and prosperous condition. 

During the year thirty-three new members have been elected. 
Overseas members now number fifty-two; Country members 
267; Town members 524; Student members 489, these figures 
making a total of 1,332. Sixty-six members have been trans¬ 
ferred from the Students’ to the ex-Students’ branch. 

The talent the Club was able to enjoy at its Social Meetings 
was again of a high standard. At its first Meeting the Hungarian 
violinist, M. Emil Telmanyi, played three groups of solos. Mr 
Harold Craxton was kind enough to accompany him and to contri¬ 
bute some solo works himself. On this occasion 441 were present. 

The second meeting proved to be of exceptional interest, as the 
Club was fortunate enough to hear M. Nicolas Orloff in a short 
pianoforte recital. His very beautiful playing on this occasion 
aroused great enthusiasm in the 601 members and guests present. 

At the third meeting, on October 21, the Budapest String 
Quartet gave us two items, and attracted an audience of 659. 
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The Committee wishes to express its gratitude to these distin¬ 
guished artists for their kindness in coming forward and giving us 
of their best. 

The Annual Dinner was held at the Trocadero Restaurant on 
Friday, July 19 1929. The number of distinguished and interesting 
guests included the Master of the Temple, Sir Edward German, 
Mr and Mrs Reid Dick, Mr and Mrs Laurence Binyon,Mrs Philip 
Snowden, the Mayor and Mayoress of St Marylebone. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize was this year given for the peformance 
of Frank Bridge’s Fantasy Trio for Pianoforte, Violin and ’Cello, 
and was won by Jacqueline Townshend, Frederick Grinke, and 
Catherine Rignold. 

There have been four meetings of the Committee with an average 
attendance of seven members. The Club is in an excellent financial 
position as shown by the accompanying Balance Sheet. 

In accordance with Club rules the following officers retire: The 
President; four Vice-Presidents, viz., Mr T. B. Knott, Mr A. J. 
Waley, Mr R. C. Wyse, and Mr Hugh Fitch; four members of the 
Committee, viz., Mr H. Craxton, Mr J. Harrison, Miss Katie 
Thomas, and Miss Mary Wilson. 

The Honorary Treasurer, the Honorary Secretary, and the 
Honorary Auditors also retire, but are re-eligible.

' REPORT FOR 1929. 

T HE AUXILIARY Committee is happy to record a year of 
continued progress and success. 

In the Lent Term an entertainment was held in the Duke’s 
Rehearsal Theatre when Man in Cage , an Opera in 3 Acts, by 
Geoffrey Dunn and Herbert Murrill was perfQrmed with great 
success—this was followed by a performance of a one-act play, 
A Bit o' Life , by Harry Farjeon, and an Opera in 2 Acts, The 
Devil's Wedding (Gluck), orchestrated by Guy Baron. The English 
adaptation of the latter was by Geoffrey Dunn.

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Music made Easy to every Capacity 

I N THE YEAR 1771 there arrived in Paris a musician from 
Alsace called Anton Bemetzrieder. (He was born in 1743 and 
died, an unknown man, in London, in 1817.) He brought with 
him letters of introduction to Denis Diderot (1713-1784), one of 
the founders of the French Encyclopaedia, that ambitious project 
which, in collaboration with Voltaire, Rousseau, d’Alembert, 
Buffon, and others, was to bring him into sharp collision with the 
authorities for his opinions. 

Bemetzrieder had with him his manuscript, Legons de Clavecin et 
Principes de l'Harmonie , the French of which was so obscure and 
ungrammatical that Diderot corrected his German-French and 
wrote a preface for the work. It was immediately published, and 
was translated into Spanish and English, both versions appearing 
in the same year, 1778. Considerable importance, therefore, 
appears to have been attached to the work, owing, no doubt, to 
Diderot’s sponsorship. 

The title of the English work is Music Made Easy to Every 
Capacity , in a Series of Dialogues; being Practical Lessons for the 
Harpsichord , laid down in a Neio Method. The translation was by 
Giffard Bernard, M.A., 4 perused and approved of by Doctor Boyce 
and Doctor Howard ’. mdcclxxviii. 

From the Dark Ages till the middle of the nineteenth century it 
was the custom to publish treatises on music in the form of dia¬ 
logues. As will be seen from the quotations b^low, there was a good 
deal of irrelevant ‘ chat ’ on matters remote from music which 
found its way into some; in others the master represented himself 
as a profound thinker, and the pupil as a congenital idiot. 

In this case, however, the disciple was something else. Mr Diderot 
explains in his Preface. 

The speakers in these Dialogues are real persons, whose characters the 
Author has endeavoured to preserve. Mr Bemetzrieder appears under the 
name of the Master, my daughter under that of the Pupil, and I under an 
honourable title, which I hold from the indulgence of some of my friends, 
and being restrained to its etymology, may suit me as well as any other 
honest man. 

The ‘ honourable title ’ was that of Philosopher, which he does 
not hesitate to print when he comes into the Dialogues. 

At this point let us take the ages of the Dramatis Personae. In the 
year 1771 Bemetzrieder was 28, Diderot 58. When he was 30 he 
had married Antoinette (Nanette) Champion, and his only child, 
the daughter in the Preface, Angelique, was now 27, only a year 
younger than her Master. If the text is examined without these 
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dates, the conclusion might be that Angelique was a simple, naive 
child of^about 12; we find on the contrary, from her manner of 
speech, that she must have been a conceited prig, deserving a 
snub, if not a smack. 

The first part of the Dialogue is taken up with a conversation 
between the Master and a Disciple who is taking lessons in playing 
the harpsichord. He finds himself in a tangle of double flats. He is 
in despair. 

Dis. I believe the best thing I can do will be to shut the harpsichord, and 
rest contented as I am. 

Ma. Why so? 

Dis. Because, to deal ingenuously with you, I have not a wit to come up 
to it. What, the duce! If I am desired to prelude in Major of C Double Flat, 
there I am embarrassed with fourteen Flats; and in Minor of C Double Flat, 
with seventeen Flats. Where is the head to support it? 

Ma. On your shoulders. 

Dis. You do me too much honour. 

Ma. Psha, Psha ! I tell you there is a certain juggle which shall disem¬ 
barrass you of all this load of Sharps and Flats in a minute. 

In spite of the explanation, the Disciple remarks, as anyone else 
might in attempting to solve the 4 juggle 4 My head has gone 
a-wool gathering. Let us talk of anything, of the news, of the wea¬ 
ther. What do they say of the King of Prussia ? ’ 

Having mastered the 4 Cleffs the Disciple proceeds to Scales. 
Tow ards the end of the lesson A Servant enters with a note. 

Dis. How now,—What have I here? An invitation to go for these holidays: 
into the country? I won’t, positively; I’ll stay with you—three days—no,, 
no, in three days I shall forget all I have learned. 

Ma. Have they not a harpsichord in the country, then? 

Dis. Yes, but horrible—always out of tune—and then I shall lose three 
lessons. I won’t go, I tell you. 

Ma. Well, but hear me; if in these three days you can contrive to practise,. 
I shall be content, and so ought you, too. 

Dis. I will write to my friend, then, to have the harpsichord put in tune,, 
and that I’ll come to him. 

Ma. It will be the best way. I would say, walk a great deal, and play as. 
much. 

Dis . I’ll play eight hours a day. 

Ma. Moderation in every thing. Half will do, and so till after the holidays.. 

Dis . Ay, ay, till after the holidays. Fare you well. 

Music being made easy in this way, the lessons are resumed. 

Ma. You liked your country party, I hope. 

Dis. To a wonder! All was liberty, gaiety; good people, good wine, pretty 
women, and fine walks! 

Ma. And by consequence our Gamuts, and relative Modulations, were: 
thought no more of. 

Dis. You are mistaken. 

Ma. So much the worse for you. But what! are you very expert then? 

Dis. The hands go pretty well, but the head miserably. 

Ma. What has been the matter with it? In effect you appear dull. 
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Dis. Because I am so; but let us speak of something else. I execute the 
first passages. Observe, I don’t look at the book. 

Ma. But you look at your Key-board, which is worse. 

Dis. I do a great deal better when I am alone, because I strive less. 
Yesterday I played a great part of the lessons you have given me, five or six 
times successively, before a friend; and I played to a charm. Hold, here is 
the very gentleman himself—you may ask him. 

Enter the Philosopher. 

Phi. It is true. But this devil of a voyage you are going to take will retard 
our progress. When do you set out? 

Dis. This evening; and I shall probably go for six months. It’s a sister I 
have not seen for a long time, that lives in Cornwall, and has taken it into 
her head to marry at forty years old. God knows when I shall be able to 
come back; and it vexes me more than you can imagine. 

Ma. You have a very singular disposition if a wedding does not amuse 
you better than lessons for the harpsichord. 

Dis. I hate weddings, and I love music to that degree ... 

Phi. That words cannot express it. 

Dis. Philosopher, listen to me. (Plays.) How do you like that? What vexa¬ 
tion to be stopped in such a fine career. Duce take all weddings. 

Phi. Ridiculous ones, I suppose, you mean. 

Dis. No, all sorts and kinds. 

Phi. It is certain that the progress you have made bears no proportion to 
the time you have given to that study; but independent of your taste, and 
natural disposition, the method of this gentleman is excellent. 

Dis. Excellent! Marvellous! 

Phi. Sir, you are going to lose a scholar; will you let me propose another 
to you? 

Ma. Yourself, Sir, I hope. 

Phi. No, my daughter; she makes a pretty good figure in the works of 
Handel, Bach, Scarlatti, and others, but, I believe she understands nothing 
of the theory of music. » 

Ma. Sir, it is an honour—— 

Phi. As to her execution, if you will come and sup with me, you shall 
judge of it this evening. 

Dis. And we will all dine together here; and we will talk of Music, 
History, Mathematics, Geography. Come, Philosopher, and you? 

Ma. I am unfortunately engaged. Give me leave then to embrace you, 
my dear Disciple, wish you a good journey, and a speedy return. 

Dis. Adieu. Philosopher, you stay with me. 

(The Philosopher and his friend dine together; the Master 
goes to his rendezvous , from whence , in the evening , he comes 
to the house of the Philosopher , who is not yet entered; hut he 
finds his daughter , who receives him.) 

Pupil. Sir, my Papa is abroad. 

Ma. I’ll wait for him if you’ll give me leave. 

Pupil. I am afraid you’ll find it a little tedious. 

Ma. Not if you’ll be so good as to sit down to your harpsichord in the 
meantime. 

Pupil. With pleasure, if that will amuse you; but I must begin with telling 
you that I am but a poor proficient: my Papa loves me, and often speaks of 
me, not as I am, but as he would have me be. But may I take the liberty to 

ask if you are not Mr.-? 

Ma. Yes, Miss, I am. 
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Angelique then explains that she knows nothing of Harmony, and 
then the Philosopher enters. 

Phi. So, so, there you are at work. Come, Sir, you are a man of your word, 
I see, and that I like; sit down, you are here at home. Daughter, play that 
piece of Bach’s—you know which I mean. 

Pupil. It is very difficult, Papa. 

Ma. Well, you will play it ill. The first thing I ought to know are your 
faults. I have already remarked some of them. 

Pupil. You will have a great deal of that work on your hands. 

Ma. Equally, Miss, equally . . . And why those jerks upon your seat?’ 
Ease, facility, and grace are the great requisites. 

The Philosopher laments that so many girls, when they grow up, 
4 lay aside the harpsichord ’, and after obtaining the Master’s 
opinion of his daughter’s playing—‘ her instrument shall be the 
pleasure of her life ’—discusses the course of study. 

The Lesson—should it not be Act ?—ends with the Pupil 
exclaiming: ‘ Then all is agreed; this gentleman shall write, I read, 
and vou, Papa, revise. So now let us go to table, for Mama waits 
for us.’ 

It is not on record what Mama said to the Philosopher (who had 
already dined with the Disciple) for being late at table. After a 
wedded life of nearly thirty years, tempers, perhaps, had been 
4 made easy ’. 

Angelique has now advanced so far that she can 1 execute ’ the 
Master’s ‘ successions ’ (modulations) ‘ even in talking of any 
other matter.’ She challenges him with : ‘ Let me try; come, chat/ 

Ma. Pray, Miss, have you confined all your studies to Music, and the 
Harpsichord? 

Pupil (as she plays). No, truly, Sir. I understand a great many sorts of 
works with my needle, and plain work perfectly. I know the price of things; 
can order a dinner or a supper; and if I was hard put to it, could make a 
pudding, a custard, or even an apple-pye. Then I want nobody to dress 
me, to take care of my linen or my cloaths. I can be my own woman, hair¬ 
dresser; and well, Sir, do I go the worse for talking of something else ? 

Ma. No! Continue. 

Pupil. Continue yourself. 

Ma. But all these things your Mama taught you; I should imagine your 
Papa would have you learn other things; some language, for instance. 

Pupil. I can read French and Italian; but to speak them requires so many 
opportunities, or rather obligations to do so. You smile? 

Ma. But what, no Mathematicks, no Philosophy? 

Pupil. No, none at all; I read morality to regulate my conduct, poetry to 
divert myself, and music to amuse my Papa. But why don’t you chat? 

Chat the Master does, with leading questions to draw the Pupil 
out. After a discourse on history and geography, she plays up to her 
role of precieuse by saying: ‘ As for animals, they are troublesome 
to me, and you see, I neither keep dog, nor cat, nor monkey, nor 
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parrot and having begun the chat with the second inversion(!) of 
the dominant of A flat, she ends triumphantly with the chord of 
C major. 

As the Lesson continues, the Pupil is inclined to chat, and one 
suspects that Diderot has put no small amount of his own ideas 
into the mouths of Angelique and Bemetzrieder. She, however, 
admits that she is a ‘ little dunce,’ ‘ an admirable parrot,’ and 
even ‘ an impertinent hussey,’ to which the Master gallantly 
replies (remember, he is only a year older than she): ‘ On the 
contrary, you are a most charming young Lady, and I am a beast, 
not to have praised you for the sagacity you have shewn.’ She caps 
this with: ‘ You are too obliging.’ 

Every now and then the Lesson is interrupted by arguments. 
The subject is the ‘ cyphering ’ of chords. 

Ma. Miss, you are thoughtful. 

Pupil. I am, Sir, thinking very hard. 

Ma. And (if I may venture to ask) upon what? 

Pupil. Why, Sir, you told me that the science of Harmony was nothing, 
but when you said so, you told me one of the greatest fibs! Do you know 
that I have half a mind to give it over? 

The Master points out the length of time that has to be spent in 
acquiring proficiency in any art, and chides her for her impatience. 
The Philosopher looks in, and towards the end there is a kind of 
viva voce examination, during which she, seems to have been 
guessing. He admonishes her. ‘ Never fib. You do it with an ill 
grace.’ Then her excuse: ‘ If you will ha^e patience, Papa, I 
promise you that to-morrow I will give you Examples you seemed 
to demand of me just now. In short, I have composed a new Pre¬ 
lude, but it shall be a present for your birthday, and this was the 
subject that occasioned that fib, which displeases me as well as you.’ 

The following day the three are assembled to hear the master¬ 
piece. 

Pupil. Come, Gentlemen, are you both ready? 

Ma. Ay, ay, the prelude, the prelude—I have never seen it. 

Pupil. Papa, I am almost afraid to produce it, but I hope it will please 
you. I have done as well as I can. 

Phi. My dear, it will certainly please me. It is an Adagio in G Sharp— 
eight (sic) Sharps. 

The Prelude of the Pupil 
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Four bars will suffice. The signature lasts for fourteen out of 
seventy-three bars, and the eight sharps are accounted for by the 
F sharp being written twice, as equivalent to F double-sharp, the 
sign for which was not in the printer’s fount. 

The Prelude is examined and dissected, and the Philosopher ends 
the discussion with: ‘ Few are capable of valuing a fine Prelude 
well conducted [developed], well varied, full of musical knowledge. * 

Pupil. But* Papa ! 

Phi. What? 

Pupil. Won’t you tell Mama that you are content with me? 

Phi. Won’t I tell her! (Embracing his daughter.) Come, Sir, you will pass 
the rest of the day with us {speaking to the Master ), and after dinner we will 
take a walk. The air will do us good. 

M. Cortot 

T HE SOCIAL and Musical Meeting of the Club on 
February 24 will long be remembered. M. Cortot was the 
guest and delighted the audience of over 900 with his 
exquisite art. The programme was familiar to many members, and 
consisted of Cesar Franck’s Prelude, Chorale and Fugue, and 
Debussy’s Preludes, Book I. The great artist surpassed himself in 
interpreting the austerity and depth of the one, and the changing 
light and shade of the Preludes, with an astounding display of 
technique. 

These works were received by the large audience with enthu¬ 
siasm, and after many recalls,M. Cortot, once more at the piano, 
played two Studies and a Prelude by Chopin, and a slow movement 
by Bach with an intimacy and charm which evidently showed that 
he felt at home with the Club. 

It does not appear to be generally known that M. Cortot is a con¬ 
ductor, and that at the age of twenty-four he gave the first perfor¬ 
mance in France of Tristan. He is now the conductor of a new 
musical society in Paris, the ‘ Association Amicale de l’Ecole 
Normale de Musique ’, which consists of pupils of the School with 
the co-operation of older musicians in the wind and harp section. 
Chamber music will form the repertory, of which the R.A.M. has 
already performed French compositions for various combinations 
of strings and wind. 

To return to the Social Meeting, while the sympathy and under¬ 
standing of the members were wholly with the great artist, he 
showed unmistakably his pleasure and friendliness with an audience 
consisting of musicians who in their own way aspired, but only 
longo intervallo, to achieve what he had demonstrated with 
mastery and authority.

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The Anglo-Austrian Musical Entente

T HE VIENNA Philharmonic Orchestra is paying its 
eagerly-awaited second visit to London in April. Their 
only previous visit took place in June, 1906, on the occasion 
of an Austrian exhibition held in London. The three concerts that: 
were then given became veritable triumphs for the Austrians, and. 
left a deep impression on the London audiences. 

It is curious to note that in spite of the long interval of twenty- 
four years that has elapsed since then, we have remained in closer- 
contact with Vienna and its artistic personalities and activities than 
with any other Continental centre of art. Every summer for the 
last ten years we have welcomed a large contingent of the leading 
members of the Vienna State Opera at Covent Garden, while an 
ever-growing contingent of English music-lovers is making the 
annual pilgrimages to hear the Vienna Opera and the Vienna 
Philharmonic at the Salzburg Festival. 

The deeper reasons for these outward manifestations of sympathy 
and understanding between Austria and England can scarcely be 
discussed in the space at disposal. I should like, however, to men¬ 
tion what appears to me as one of the most important causes 
making for instinctive mutual understanding between the two 
countries. 

As a British resident in Vienna with ample opportunity to observe 
and compare, I would put the existence of a strong Austrian sense 
of humour first and foremost amongst these causes. 

That sixth sense which causes so many human beings to be 
divested of their exaggerated importance, so many things to lose 
their seemingly crushing weight, is not often to be found on the 
Continent. In Austria, and in Vienna particularly, however, it 
flourishes amongst all classes of the population from the Austrian 
railway porters, who give tongue to it in their own racy idiom, to 
the great Austrian classics, who have given perfect expression to it. 
in their individual, musical language. Haydn, Mozart, Schubert— 
their very names have become symbols of the kindly, smiling- 
things in life which we understand and like so well in England. 

In the following notes on the history of the Vienna Philharmonic 
Orchestra we will find that this band of artists is really nothing less 
than the counterpart of their great compatriots in the creative 
field of musical endeavour: both have the same perfect admixture 
of charm, verve, an unfailing sense of style and beauty, and both, 
possess our own much-prized sense of humour. 
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In conclusion, I cannot give better proof of certain remarkable 
similarities of Anglo-Austrian musical impulses and instincts than 
by relating the following story concerning a famous foreign con¬ 
ductor just before the War. This eminent artist, who was apparently 
nurtured not on the milk of human kindness but on the strong 
beer of obedience and thoroughness, was wont to change his 
orchestral rehearsals into a good semblance of a military exercise 
plus a school-room lecture. It must be freely admitted that by this 
remarkable method he did succeed in developing a fine symphony 
orchestra in his native city on the Continent, and of raising the 
standard of many another which had the privilege of his temporary 
leadership. 

When, he, however, presented himself to one of our leading sym¬ 
phonic organizations in this novel guise of a military bandmaster, 
plus a teacher of the elements of music, he failed utterly, relations 
became strained, and the artistic result was so disappointing as to 
bring down the conductor’s curses on the heads of the British 
orchestra because of its ‘ intractability ’. 

The point of the story is that in only one other instance did the 
Herr Kapellmeister encounter similar antipathy and opposition to 
his rather original methods: this happened when he first conducted 
the Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra when exactly the same 
phenomena occurred as at his London appearance. Needless to 
say, this artist, who is winning fresh laurels year by year in 
America and in his native Continental city, has never appeared 
again in either London or Vienna. In both cities it was found that 
his possession of remarkable musical powers could not make up 
for his equally remarkable lack of a sense of humour and proportion. 

Could there be a stronger proof of the curious harmony of 
Anglo-Austrian musical feelings or a stronger plea for the streng¬ 
thening of the already existing musical Entente between Austria 
and England? 

The Origin and Development of the 
Vienna Philharmonic Society 

By J. A. Forsyth

T HE VIENNA Philharmonic Society is in reality the 
Orchestra of the Vienna State Opera. Its earliest begin¬ 
nings may be traced to a rather piquant origin. At the 
Vienna Opera House a hundred years ago it was the established 
custom of playing a symphonic movement during the interval of 
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an operatic entertainment in the style of the intermezzi formerly 
placed between the acts of the Italian Opera Seria. In this way 
such works as Beethoven’s symphonies were frequently to be 
heard during the entr’actes of some ballet production—a curious 
commentary on the taste of those times. 

The man who first thought of raising the standard of these sym¬ 
phonic impromptus was Nicolai, then still a mere Kapellmeister, 
and more interested in the merry wives of Vienna than those of 
Windsor. His qualities as a conductor made the inauguration of 
symphony concerts outside the Opera an immediate success. This 
need scarcely to be wondered at as up to that time (1842) the field 
of symphonic music in Vienna had been held exclusively by 
amateur orchestral organizations whose playing usually produced 
more enjoyment amongst the members of the band than amongst 
the audience. 

After Nicolai’s departure from Vienna (1847) the venture passed 
through a long period of varying fortunes until the German con¬ 
ductor Dessof took charge of the concerts in i860. The latter 
found that the secret of permanent success must be sought in the 
institution of the subscription list. In other words, he prudently 
decided to harness force of habit to the cultural impulses of his 
audience. 

The result has fully justified him. For, the subscription list of 
these concerts laid the foundation of a tradition which has lasted 
without interruption up to the present day. During this time the 
Philharmonic Orchestra, now constituted las a Society, has pro¬ 
duced itself at between eight to twelve regular subscription 
concerts every year on Sundays at noon. The choice of this strange 
hour was dictated by the necessity of finding a time at which the 
Orchestra would not be needed in the Opera House. In spite of the 
discomfort caused by this circumstance to nearly every member of 
the audience, all seats for these concerts are taken up at the very 
outset of every season. 

The possession of a season ticket for the series is, in fact, a matter 
of special pride amongst Viennese families, and has often figured 
in wills as a specially valuable bequest. There is, moreover, a long 
waiting list of several hundred prospective season-ticket holders. 

After Dessof the dynasty of Philharmonic conductors comprised 
such towering names as Hans Richter, Gustav Mahler, and Arthur 
Nikisch. More recently Weingartner became the ruler of the 
Orchestra over a specially long period, including the whole of the 
War. Schalk, who conducted the Vienna Philharmonic on their 
first visit in 1906 succeeded him for a time, until finally Furt- 
waengler took permanent office a few years ago. 



The exclusivity of the Orchestra with regard to their choice of 
conductors is demonstrated by the fact that no lesser artists than 
Mottl, Safonoff, Muck, and Richard Strauss figure only as rare 
guest-conductors, while Bruno Walter and Kleiber have appeared 
in the same capacity at single special concerts of the Society. In 
1927 the first British conductor to be invited by the Vienna 
Philharmonic Society directed a special concert of British music. 
This privilege belongs to Mr Paul Kerby, who also directed the 
Philharmonic at a concert in 1928 in Vienna and in 1929 at the 
Salzburg Festival. 

Of the many famous chamber music combinations which are con¬ 
tained in the Philharmonic Orchestra, I can here only mention the 
Rose Quartette, the Mayrecker-Buxbaum Quartette, and the Wind- 
Players’ Association under the leadership of Professor Alexander 
Wunderer, the Chairman of the Orchestra. 

I trust that this short survey will help members of the R.A.M. 

' who. will attend the Vienna Philharmonic concerts in London on 
April 27 and 29 to appreciate the wonderful long line of experi¬ 
ence and tradition behind what may be safely termed the finest 
■orchestra in the world to-day.

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Budapest Philharmonic Orchestra to the R.A.M. Club on Satur¬ 
day, June 16 1928. Professor Dohnanyi has awarded the prize to 
Miss Guirne Creith. 

Mr Norman Askew, F.R.C.O., conducted a performance of 
Coleridge-Taylor’s Song of Hiawatha at the Wimbledon Choral 
Society’s concert on December 11. 

Mr H. J. Timothy, F.R.C.O., A.R.A.M., gave an organ recital at 
the Church of St Vedast Foster on Monday, February 10. 

Mr Edwin J. Hickox adjudicated at the Southend Musical 
Festival in February, and gave organ recitals at St John’s, Tralee, 
and at Loreto Abbey, Dublin, in March.
